THOUGHTLESS  MINI^TERj*. 


The  HUtorle  Klnra  W  hirl,  Wlpwd  (ha  Orlg- 
lual  llrurlur.

The  lighthouse  on  Miuota  ledge 
atiimla  within  tbe  shadow  of  a  tragedy. 
It  ia  the  second  structure  erected  upon 
the  ledge.  The  fliat  lighthouse  and  the 
livea  it  held  were  claimed  by  the  aea. 
Begun  in  ltf-4  7  and  completed  in  No¬ 
vember,  1848,  it  waa  overwhelmed  in 
April,  1831.  It«  destruction  waa  the 
moet  tragic  event  in  the  history  of  onr 
lighthouse  establishment.  The  atrno- 
tur»<  was  an  octagonal  tower  supported 
ii|s.u  wrought  iron  piles  strengthened 
by  brficea.  The  pile*  penetrated  live 
teet  into  the  rock.  Ou  the  bracea,  34  k, 
feet  slaws  the  r«*ck,  the  keeper  had  coii- 
ttructisl  a  platform  for  the  atorage  of 
bulky  articles  and  had  fastened  to  the 
lantern  deck,  9-1  feet  above  tbe  ruck,  u 
ib.  >»cb  hawser,  which  he  had  tin 
c bored  t-i  a  tu-ven  ton  granite  bhx-k. 
Along  this  hawser  articles  were  hoisted 
ip  to  tin*  platform  and  there  landed 
1  lu-se  improvements  were  convenient 
ami  fid  ill,  not,  however,  to  the  keepel 
w  lm  made  them,  for  he  v  a  on  shore 
w  Leu  the  storm  whh-h  has  omt-  til** 
torn-  for  its  fury  burst  •  ,-r  tin-  ,  oast.

The  visitor  became 
ti  igliteia-d  at  the  first  indication  of  a 
storm,  and  in  response  to  a  signal  from 
tho  tower  a  boat  put  off  for  Cohassei 
ami  took  him  ashore.  On  Tuesduv  the 
wiud'swiiug  around  to  the  northeaat, 

1  In*  most  dangerous  quarter  from  which 
tin-  elements  can  hurl  themselves  upTdl 
Minot  's,  us  they  then  rejoice  in  the  a c 
‘  ••loulated  fury  of  miles  of  wind  torn 
sea.  By  lli*>  I Oth  it  hud  increased  to 
a  hurricane,  and  the  tower  was  so  com¬ 
pletely  buried  in  the  heavy  seas  that 
nothing  of  it  c  ould  lie  seen  by  the  group 
of  anxious  watchers  at  Coliasset.  Alsnit 
•  o  clock  in  1  he  evening  of  the  |0th 
Mu-  platform  was  washed  ashore.  Then 
tin-  watchers  knew  that  the  water  had 
risen  to  within  seven  f*-»-t  of  the  tower.

After 
this  discovery  no  one  hud  any  doubts  of 
the  tragedy  which  had  lieen  enacted  be- 
jmid  tbe  curtain  of  ibe  sloriu.
